celebrities. Although,the quality of 
** Maria Chapdelaine ” undoubtedly 
piques interest. in any subsequent 
publications from the same pen, it 
seems nevertheless likely that the 

~ vAlue. of these poignantly hu- 
man stories, régarded/quite inde- 
pendently. _would> have created for 
Hémon a very well defined place in 
the world of letters. These eight 
«short stories, posthumously pub- 
lished, were written between 1904 
and 1911, during the, author’s seven 
years’ sojourn in England. His 
taste for travel and his singular abil- 
ity to penetrate into strange customs 
ami .give baek their very essence 
have resulted in a vivid and convinc- 
ing portrayal of. the commonplaces 
ot London life, Only one story— 
from which the collection taker its 
name—ix# French in setting and char- 
neter. 

Yet for Hémon the externals of 
life, however faithfully. depicted, 
serve Only as a means to an end. 
As the senses are but the mediate 
channels through which the world 
without . ix communicated. to the 
inner being, so the facts and rceali- 
ties of life are envisaged: by Hémon 
as a means Of approach to a greater 
development of the soul of- man, 
There ix .a. subtle blending of the 
“ vie interiéure "’ of Georges Duha- 
mel, and the “ pitié humaine’ of 
Anatole France. 

Six of the stories are short and ex- 
quisitely simple in structure, “ La 
Belle que Voila * * .* "’ the re- 
frain of an old nursery rhyme, is 
the charm with which Raquet. in- 
Vokes the spirit of his lost love. At 
his call Lietté appears in the delicate 
beauty of her early youth, bringing 
the memories that constitute his only 
reality. Raquet achieves a deeper 
psychological penetration than Peter 
Ibbetson, perhaps, in realizing the 
excoriating truth that while he be- 
holds a lovely vision that. cannot 
fade, the phantom Liette who smiles 
down_ on. him_.must_see a drab old 
man, risen unfilled from the banquet 
of life: 


Sometimes she is late in com- 
ing and a dull fear creeps over 
me; I know then that all must 
be over; I am too old; my life: 
has been too harsh, too ugly— 
there is nothing left to me, noth- 
ing at all. My memories of her 
will be mine for ail time, but -I 
‘shall never see her again. seit id 

Then,. with my head in my hands- 
.and my eyes closed, I sing the 
words of the old rhyme to myself:

How the others would laugh at 
me! But La Belle que Voila 
hears me and doesn’t laugh. She 
understands, and comes to me out 
of the magic past, holding all of 
my youth in her little hands. .

HE sole cheering, example of 
Expressionism which we have 

so far been privileged to wit- 

hess on the New York stage 

has been ‘‘ From Morn to Mid- 
night,’’ by Georg -Kaiser. Eugene 
O'Neill’s. dramatic. apologue, ‘‘ The 
Hairy Ape,’’ proved a grotesquely 
fascinating experiment, a curious 
blend of the dynamic and the. per- 
suasively lyric threads that run 
through modern life. Its underlying 
thesis, namely, the inlierent division 
observable in man's nature, eternal- 
ly suspended between the beast and 
the god, inevitably brought to mind 
certain satyr plays by the .expres- 
sionists, Carl Sternheim and Franz 
Werfel. Significant as Mr. O’Neill’s 
work is in other respects, it is pretty 
clear, in the reviewer’s opinion, that 
he does not bulk as the American 
prophet of the new movement; nor 
is this anything to be listed to his 
discredit as an. artist. A topheavy 
premium -has been attached to the 
term itself, somewhat to the denigra- 
tion of. its quite commendable 
spirit. As a throwback, for one, to 
the rich primitive sources of poetry, 
to-the innocence and depth of color- 
ful primitive art, Exprersionism can- 
not‘be given a summary congé. But 
it must -be understood at-the outset 
that this .primitiveness is neo- 
romantic in vein; that it is cerebral 
by virtue of having. been. strained 
through _ civilized and sensitive 
minds. Thus, it is evident, the true 
Expressionist must needs be at once 
a poet and thinker. - Both poetic 
and reflective elements appear in the 
work of such exponents of the move- 
ment as Oskar Kokoschka, Ernest 
Toller, “Walter. Hasenclever and 
Franz Werfel; in most happy com- 
bination, perhaps, in the last who 
has produced in “ Spiegelmensch "” 
what must be regarded as one of the 
great poems of modern Germany.

They fascinate him, and 
while. he never actually: repeats the 
same portrait in his stories and 
poems, the reader will feel that all 
these women are spiritually related 
and that they possess certain traits 
in common. They are either dell- 
cately mad or incarnate fiends. 

In the second classification must 
be placed such tales from ‘‘ The 
Riddle" as ‘‘ The Looking Glass,” 
‘* The Three Friends,’’ ‘‘ The Tree "’ 
and ‘* Out of the Deep.”” Here the 
mystic Other World impinges upon 
the Real and affords the cliniax. 
Whether it be Alice wandering in 
the garden in .‘‘ The Looking Glass "’ 
and realizing 
the. ghost of herself, or 
the” Deep,’’ where the ghostly. valet, 
the pale-faced child and the strange 
pig appear when the old bell-rope is 
pulled, we receive the same sensa- 





tion. Obsessions are the crux of 


éach tale. te “Phe Three Frienda ” 
we have the old fellow dreaming of 
a@ state beyond death constantly and 
so prefiguring his own death. This is 
an old theme, but De La Mare brings 
new qualities to it by his unique 
poetical treatment.

He does not possess the sustained 
strength of Blackwood, but he does 
bring to his subject a poetical qual- 
ity that is sometimes disregarded by 
the other writer. ; 

In the third classification one must 
place’ the stories that seem to be 
symbolic, that are quite often alle- 
gories of life.

WOME WRITERS OF THE NINE-

HE personalities, the gifts and 
the works of eight notable wo- 
men ‘of the last- century, Jane 

Austen, Anne, Charlotte and Emily 
Bronté, Mrs. Gaskell, George Elict, 


Mrs. Browning and Christina Ros-|~ 


setti, are the subjects of Miss Bald’s 
critical, analytical and interpretative 
study. Her work is cool, detached, 
judicial in temper and her purpose 
is to. make just and.accurate esti- 
“mate of the achievement and the 
Personality of each of these remark- 
ablo women, quite unswayed by ‘the 
judgment of their contemporaries or 
that of subsequent critics, or, even, 
by her own emotional attitude to- 
ward them. Of what that atti- 
tude may. be the réader rarely dis- 
covers even the slightest indication 
As author, as‘woman, as personality, 
‘Miss Bald discusses each of her sub- 
jects with notable skill in critical 
and psychological. analysis, of re- 
vealing the essential qualities of 
mind and spirit in each one through 
an. examination of her distinctive 
gifts, the evidence of her works,. the 
story of her life and of her reactions 
to her own time and environment. 
Although her subjects are .all wo- 
“men,-the author takes pain to ex- 
plain, what her. readers will quickly 
discover, that the book is in no sense 
a feminist treatise, that she has no 
desire even to seem to be. engaged in 
feminist propaganda. Her work is 
far aboye that level and deserves. to 
be ranked with critical literary dis- 
cussions of consequence, whether of 
men or women authors. 

After describing how each of these 
writers individually felt toward and 
dealt with the outstanding tradition 
that a’ woman author was, by the 
nature of things, something ab- 
normal, she concludes: 


At that -time there was in the 
air an antagonism which made 
women afraid to be themselves. 
In their struggle for self-expres- 
sion’ they frequently, and quite 

--Maturally, failed to discriminate 
between equality and identity with 
man. They were apt to accept the 
male standard instead of creating 
@ new one for themselves. 


And she adds that now that it is 
easier for women to be themselves 
** it would be a rash conjecture to 
assume that women of the future 
will proceed along Victorian lines,” 
a forceast that seems unnecessary, 
considering how far and fast they 
have departed therefrom already. 
Among Jane Austen's elements of 
appeal Miss Bald finds her cheerful- 
ness and her moderation and the 
laughing satire that burned at the 
heart of all her work--" she was 
* nothing if not critical,’ and all her 
criticlam was steeped in laughter.’’ 
The Brontés, she says, ‘‘ were pio- 
neers in the: sense of being out- 
spoken women in a world which tol- 
erated direct speech from the lips of 
men alone. They were also,"" she 
continués, ‘‘ pioneers in another and 
more weighty manner. They spoke 
of life in a relative fashion, as 
truths brought. into relation with 
their own lives and colored with 
their own emotion.” 
Mrs. Gaskell, which is particularily 
penetrating and finely interpretive, 
ends with the statement that the 
secret of her continuing influence 
is that ‘she speaks to us of the 
common things which make life 
dear to the heart. She leaves us 
at home with our souls."" In es- 
timating George Eliot's achieve- 
ments Migs Bald thinks it neces- 
sary to remember constantly that 
much of her. writing reftected 
her own personality and also that 
much of it is an attempt to escape 
from that personality. Her work. 
must therefore be studied both as the 
expression of an individual tempera- 
ment and as the contribution of an 
impersonal artist. Of Mrs. Brown-

AKE him all around, our 

butcher’s boy is about as 

average a specimen of the 

British species of the genus 

homo as you will find. It is 
quite probable that life will ‘never 
divert him either into a jail or a 
Hall of Fame or a. Turkish bath 
or any other of the out-of-the-way 
nooks in which it disposes of its 
human curiosities. This mention 
of him is about as dazzling a 
peak of.fame as.he is ever.likely 
to reach and, such is the’ irony 
of things in general, that .in all 
probability. he will never see it nor 
‘would he know what to make of it if 
he did. It is to be assumed that life 
means something more to him than 
the mere fetching of Sunday joints 
to people’s back doors, but precisely 
what else it means is difficult to dis- 
cover. Only once have I found a 
clue which led me, I thought, be- 
neath his glum and not very inter- 
esting exterior, and that clue was a 
stray mention of the Derby, which 
waked him to a sudden and very 
broad grin. 

There is an easy generalization 
abroad to the effect that love is the 
greatest thing in the world, but -the 
merest glance at our butcher's boy 
serves to prick that bubble (and, 
after all, no generalization can be 
veiidly applied to the genius homo 
antil it has first passed the butcher’s 
»oy test; for, in these northern tati- 
ides at any rate, the genius homo iis 

ceely made up of butchers’ boys 
of one sort and another). Doubtless 
our butcher’s boy has a heavy- 
handed lady friend in. somebody’s 
kitchen hereabout, but if he has 
ever heard ‘of the late Charles Gar- 
vice he claims to have forgotten the 
name. Mention the late Nat Gould 
to him, however, and you will find 
no forgetfulness in him.

Bull-fighting and. bear-haiting 
have long -been dead in England, 
and cock-fighting is a Saturday. night 
secret in the hills ‘back of. Belfast. 
Wrestling has mysteriously disap- 
peared and boxing.in England has 
become a curious ceremony at which 
the gallery gods sing “ Dear Old 
Pals! Jolly. Old Pals!-"’ while the 
referee roosts in the rafters warbling 


one of Tennyson's pieces which be- 


gins, “ Break, break, break ——~’ 

Only horse racing remains. Though 
the -eontinents be covered with ga- 
rages, though the destinies of the 
world be handed over to Henry. Ford 
and the oil companies, the love of 
an Englishman for a horse remains 
undimmed and eternal. 

To analyze the. appeal of Derby 
Day might be an interesting task, 
but one which ought rightly to be 
undertaken by. each of those who 
participate in the annual trek to 
Epsom. I can only suggest two ele- 
ments which seem to me to comprise 
its appeal, and the first of these 
would be the national eye for a 
horse. The love of horses is one of 
the ‘peculiarities which: mark off 
thesé northern -latitudes from trop- 
ical latitudes.

Spanish bullfighting is- not popular 
among Englishmen, and, although. its 
cruelty is frequently given as the 
reason, I have a notion that we 
shall not be far wrong if we hit 
upon-its cruelty to horses as a more 
exact reason. -

heard-of sport in England, is cruel 
(from the. fish’s‘point of view), but 
it involves no cruelty to horses. i

Englishmen demand much from 
horses, but: they give much in re- 
turn, and to those silken aristocrats 
among - horsés -that run for the 
Derby.

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NEW YORK’S MARRYING 


Most of Them Are That, Though Beauty Parlors Mean More to Them Than Cooking Schools |

T is reassuring to know, now that 
the month of brides is here, 


I ular as ever. Jewelers, furni- 

ture dealers, ministers, Justices 
of the Peace and the heads. of inar- 
riage license bureaus need feel no 
anxiety for this lucrative and time- 
honored institution. 

A survey of the girl world reveals 
that the average modern girl, even 
in New York, despite  latchkeys, 
vaunted independence and a desire to 
open all professional doors, is. still 
essentially the female of the species.

It doesn’t make any 
difference how much marital woe 
they have seen around them. They 
always figure that they will be 
happy; that nothing terrible can 
happen to them. 

** The girls who remain unmarried 
do not do so from choice, I am suré,"’ 
she continued. ‘* Some girls may try 
to convince themselves and others 
that they prefer careers of single 
life to love and husbands and. homes 
of their own. But let the oppor-

Average Man ar- 
rived at the office and proudly an- 
rounced that a son and heir had 
been born to him. Long before the 
mite of humanity filled his lungs 
with his first cry, our system. of 
registration had been functioning. 
The grave. and kindly doctor who 
counseled with father and mother 
during the worrisome nfonths gave 
that-counsel by permission of the 
school from which he was graduated 
and by. permission of the State. 
Mother's diet had been confined a

holding either a license or a fran-

Department of 
Health stepped- in to inspect the 
milk, suffering it to be sold after 
permission had been given and the 
milk station itself had become regis- 
tered. 

The elgthing that covered the tiny 
body had been made in a factory 
where inspections for: health and fire 
menace had been made and permits 
granted to carry on the work. ‘The 
grade of materials used was likewise 
a matter of registration.

Trout in the Forties 


EW of the multitude who daily 
~pass the corner of Fifth Ave- 
nue and Forty-third Street 

have any idea that a famdéus trout 
brook once upon a®*time danced its 
way through what is-now a maze of 

motor cars and buses. 
As far-as can be ascertained; this 
little trout stream originated in fields 


.and woods to the northwest, reach 


what is now the upper sidewalk of 
Forty-third Street by flowing just 
about where the main entrance of 
the Century Club is placed, at 7 
West . Forty-third. Gradually it 
turned southward and flowed across 
what is now Fifth Avenue in a 
southeasterly direction: 

Tradition has it that this Fifth 
Avenue trout brook was well known 
in years preceding the Revolutionary 
War; that_often, on a balmy day of 
Spring weather, one could find along 
its banks a trout fisherman in cocked 
hat and small clothes, using a rod 
which he had cut -in’ the woods near 
by, a simple line and’ angle worms 
for bait. Sometimes the trout were 
voracious,, sometimes far from recep- 
tive. And then the fisherman, if a 
philosophical. soul,-. would take his 
easé on the bank, happily dozing un- 
til the trout decided to wake him up. 
Why should he chase up stream or 
down? He. didn’t have trains or traf- 
fic signals to worry about. 


Among the Fishes 
HERE is‘a certain fascination in 
wondering why people do 
things, ‘the most ordinary 
things.’

He does ‘not count 
titters, giggles and naturally ‘not grins; 
and when he reports, with his -glum 
countenance, he tells “his superior juat 
how. many laughs. there ‘are in the com- 
edy. Sometimes,.the: director scowls at 
the report; believing that the man has 
hot caught all. the laughs, ‘Thé.-spot- 
ter may also be used on. other produc- 
tions to see how the comedy. relief goes., 
Laughter becomes an obsession ‘with.
